THE UNIVERSITY 


Kent State University is Ohio’s third largest university. 
Established in 1910 as Kent State Normal, a state teacher 
institution, the name was changed to Kent State College in 
1929 and later, in 1935, to the present title. 


Kent is located in the heavily populated section of 
northeastern Ohio and serves as a state university for the 
area. Students also come from other parts of Ohio, other 
states and several foreign countries. There are 47 major 
buildings located on the 800-acre campus and the entire 
physical plant is valued at over $100 million. 


The University is composed of the College of Educa- 
tion, College of Arts and Sciences, College of Business Ad- 
ministration, College of Fine and Professional Arts and the 
Graduate School. Bachelor and master degrees are granted 
by all colleges with a doctorate degree available in some 
fields.

ATTENDANCE UP 


Kent State and the Mid-American Conference again 
broke attendance records during last season. 

The Golden Flashes sneaked past their home crowd 
record of the year before when they drew 62,394 fans to 
five games. The old mark was 60,654. That averaged out 
to 12,478 per home game, also a new record. 

The MAC drew a whopping 440,184 fans despite playing 
one less game than the year before. The number is a record 
for the conference as is the 13,75& average per MAC contest. 

Leader in the conference was Western Michigan with 
82,000 viewers, which shows what a conference winner will 
do for you. 

The conference records should topple again this season 
with Toledo and Western Michigan adding seats to their 
respective stadiums. 

Kent drew 119,670 fans over all for the 10 games, an 
average of 11,967 despite some bad weather along the way. 

Kent’s attendance should jump again this season with 
Miami and Bowling Green on the home schedule and the 
Flashes playing at Toledo and Western Michigan on those 
schools’ homecoming days. 

The MAC office is delighted over all sorts of records 
shattered on a conference level and the fact that MAC at- 
tendance jumped 10.8% over 1965. In fact, since 1962, the 
conference has ranked no less than fourth among the na- 
ticn's leading conferences on percentage of attendance in- 
crease, a testimonial to the popularity of the MAC's brand 
of football. 
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Meet Leo Strang 


Leo Strang, Kent’s seventh head coach, has put a 
tight rein on his enthusiasm for this coming season. He has 
seen odd-ball events ruin past, “unbeatable” seasons. 


However, if Strang is outwardly more subdued, inward- 
ly he knows the talent on hand and his own ability could 
produce the big winner he and his aides have been ex- 
pecting. 


Strang is a winner, despite his 12-15-2 record at Kent 
the past three seasons. He has done the job asked to do, 
that is recruiting fine players and turning the Golden 
Flashes into a team to be reckoned with by Mid-American 
Conference rivals. 


No one in the MAC takes Kent lightly. 


The 44-year-old coach expects to win, a holdover from 
his high school coaching days when his teams won 109, lost 
26 and tied one. His prep teams won five league titles, 
three Ohio championships and two national high school 
championships. 


“Those records are pleasant to reflect upon,” Strang 
said, “but it's what we do here at Kent that counts. It's 
time we (Kent) had a big winner and we are hopeful this 
can be it.” 


A native of Ashland, Ohio, Strang graduated in 1943 
from Ashland High, where he played football and was named 
All-League and All-State. He served on a destroyer in the 
South Pacific during World War II. 


His first coaching job was at Caldwell High School. 
.Strang spent the next five years at Sandusky High, where 
his teams won two Northern Ohio League championships 
(1954 and 1955) and one co-championship (1953). The 1955 
team was undefeated and untied. 


Strang then moved to Cleveland Shaw High in 1957 
and led Shaw to its first undisputed Lake Erie League 
championship with a 9-1 record. It was at Shaw that Strang 
attracted statewide attention by dressing the Cardinals in 
star-spangled helmets and white shoes and staged band- 
accompanied rythmic warm-ups. 


In 1958, Leo was tapped to take over as head coach 
and athlettic director at Massillon. In six years with the 
Tigers, his teams won 54, lost eight and tied one. It was as 
head coach of the famed Tigers that he picked up two na- 
tional and three state titles and was named Ohio High School 
Coach of the year in 1959.

NICK COSO—Offensive line coach 


A good one who demands the respect of his troops and 
coaches. Nick has been with Strang for 11 years and is a 
sound fundamentalist who turns out good linemen. Four of 
his people have made All MAC squads. Cleveland native 
and grad of Western Reserve University, 1952. Also coached 
basketball at Massillon and was head track coach. Army 
vet (1946-47). 


JACK ROBB—Defensive back coach 


Has been with Strang a decade . . . biggest season was 1964 
when his Flashes-led the nation’s pass defense. Looks for 
big things this year with return of injured personnel. An 
Ohio U grad (1950), Jack has turned out All MAC backs 
Pat Gucciardo, Charlie Stikes and Lou Harris. Joined Leo at 
Massillon in 1958 after two-year varsity career at Shelby 
where his teams went 16-3. Pleasant and sound football 
man. Shelby native. 


HAP LILLICK—Offensive back coach 


Kent State grad (1954) and good tactician. Turned out All 
MAC backs Bill Asbury and Don Fitzgerald. Good handler 
of men. Was “Stark County Coach of Year” twice (1962 & 
'64) while at Louisville High. Effervescent type and enjoys 
life, mostly when backs cross goal. 


JOHN RILEY—Defensive line coach 


One of new staff members, leaving Muskingum this year. 
Was player for Muskies and grad there in 1956. Not new to 
area, having coached at Mogadore where his teams went 
22-4. In fact, his coaching career spans only 15 losing games. 
Native of Dresden and 36 years old. Fancies himself a golfer, 
but he ain’t ready for the tour. 


FRANK SMOUSE—Linebackers and personnel 


Smouse is chief scout and a dandy. His reports on opposi- 
tion are detailed and like having pages from play book. In 
12th year at Kent and chief scout of Canadian talent that 
has resulted in 10 Canadians on varsity this year.

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110-Million Listeners 


Hey! If everyone in the listening area of Kent's radio 
network listened to our football games at the same time, 
we would have 514-million listeners listening. 

Or, if just half the people tuned in, but turned up the 
volume knob, we could still have that many. 

That’s because Kent’s network has been enlarged to 13 
stations throughout Northeastern Ohio. 

Now, it’s true some of the stations will carry the games 
on a delayed basis, but that’s OK 'cause if it's a good game 
you could listen to it twice. 

That means about 6 hours of good football, or, those 
575-million people could listen twice giving Kent an audience 
ot 11-million people hearing 66-million hours of football .on 
any of 10 Saturdays, or, increasing the potential audience 
to 110-million people listening to 660-million hours of Kent 
State football. 

The thought really is staggering. 

Especially when you figure John FitzGerald, broadcaster 
for Cleveland’s WJW radio and TV, again will be at the 
mike and it will be up to him to be able to fill for possibly 
660-million hours. At a buck-35 an hour, he could retire 
at the end of the season. 

Now, none of this would be possible had not the entire 
state gone on Daylight Savings Time, because that would 
have meant some of the people hearing the delayed broad- 
cast would have been listening at the same time as those 
listening to the live broadcast, which would have cut the 
potential audience down to 33 people in New Lyme, Ohio, 
huddled around a crystal set. 

As it is, these stations will carry Golden Flash football: 

WJW AM and FM, Cleveland; WCUE, Akron; WTIG, 
Massillon; WBBW AM and FM, Youngstown; WKNT AM and 
FM, Kent; WNYN, Canton; WREO AM and FM, Ashtabula; 
WEOL, Elyria and WKSU-FM, Kent State. 

WKSU-FM will originate the broadcasts.

Yes, men of the press, the Mid-American Conference 
will appear on ABC-TV’s “Game of the Week” on a regional 
basis. It marks the first time the MAC has been shown on 
national regional (figure that one out) television and heralds 
the conference's long awaited move into national recogni- 
tion it deserves. 

Kent, of course, has had football teeveed before. In 
fact, the Flashes were involved in the first televised game 
in the state, in 1948, : 

The Flashes and Western Reserve met on Oct. 23, that 
year, and played to a 14-14 tie before WEWS-TV’s two 
cameras in League Park in Cleveland. 

That experiment led to today’s 347,028 weekly tele- 
vised football games and 173,514 weekly divorce filings. 

Experts figure if football continues to grow at its present 
rate, then, by 1973 there no longer will be a married couple 
in the US. 

The Kent-OU game is one of 32 college games tele- 
vised by ABC this season.

After serving in the Navy as a gunnery officer he be- 
came supervisor of health and physical education of Ded- 
ham, Massachusetts high school, where he also served as 
head basketball €oach of the Bay State League champions 
and line coach in football. 


In 1948 it was on to Portsmouth, N. H., where he was 
director of physical education and athletics and head 
football coach. 


Dr. Erickson returned to Boston University in 1950 
where he was a member of the teaching faculty and busi- 
ness Manager of Athletics. 


In September 1953, he moved to the Arlington Public 
Schools; Arlington, Massachusetts, as Director of Physical 
Education and Athletics. The following year he went to 
Southern Illinois. 


Dr. Erickson is presently serving on several National 
Collegiate Athletic Association (N.C.A.A.) committees. 
He is a member of the Long Range Planning Committee 
and serves as secretary for the Committee on Academic 
Testing and Requirements. He is also a member of the 
joint committee between the N.C.A.A. and the National 
Federation of State High School Athletic Association.

STUFFED MANICOTTI 


SAUCE STUFFING 

1 lb. ground beef 1 tsp. aniseed 

14 cup olive oil (or salad oil) 34 Ib. fresh Ricotta (or 
1 cup chopped onion 11, cups cream cottage 


1 large clove garlic minced cheese) 

2 6 oz. cans tomato paste 1/3 cup grated Romano 
2 cups water 1 beaten egg 

11, tsp. salt 14 tsp. salt 

dash of pepper 2 tbls. parsley chopped 
2 tbls. chopped parsley 8 ozs. manicotti 


4 tsps. basil 


Brown meat lightly in hot oil. Add next 8 ingredients. Sim- 
mer uncovered about 45 minutes, stirring occasionally.

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THE MAC.... 


The Mid-American Conference embarks upon its 21st 
football season. The league was organized in the winter of 
1946-47 and has undergone many revisions before becoming 
stabilized with the present seven members. 


Since 1955, the MAC has been composed by those 
present members, Bowling Green, Kent State, Marshall, 
Miami, Ohio U, Toledo and Western Michigan. 


Ohio U is the only remaining charter member. 


The MAC received a boost in prestige in 1962 when the 
NCAA gave “major college” status to the seven schools. 


Kent joined the loop in 1951 and competes in all nine 
sports. Titles won by the Golden Flashes include wrestling 
(1958), golf (1954-tie) and baseball (1964). 


A thumbnail history of the MAC: 


1946—Butler U., Cincinnati, Ohio U, Wayne State, Wes- 
tern Reserve were charter members, 


1947—Wayne State withdrew, Miami and Western 
Michigan admitted. 


1950—Butler withdrew, Toledo was admitted. 
1951—Kent State and Bowling Green admitted. 
1952—Marshall admitted. 

1953—Cincinnati withdrew. 

1955—Western Reserve withdrew. 


Robert C. James was named commissioner in 1964, re- 
placing founding commissioner Dr. David Reese. James 
Carfield became assistant to the commissioner and press 
service director in 1965, MAC offices are at 3280 Riverside 
Dr., Columbus, Ohio, 43221.
